!NHII Houston, aj he was fa- 


miliarly known, originally gained fume 
from the. fact that he introduced the 
(Uuiy industry in 
southern Wisconsin, 


but'lie is better known throughout Wis- 
consin-on account'-of the famous claim 
which lie hns been pushing for.the last 
eight years agninst Urn H^tc of Wiscon- 
sin. 
In the fall of '181)5 Houston had a 


herd of impo'i-ted-cuttle valued nt $25,- 
)00. Some of his neigh-bur.-, alleged Hint 
the' cattle had tuberculosis, and T>r. Scott 
the state veterinarian, Viis called 
to 


Kcnosha. tii test the cattle. He ordered 
l.liirt.y-ei^lit of 'he herd killed. 


Houston declared tlmf the slaughter 


of the entile had runined his herd, nnd 
he tiled a. claim for $.->.(IOU against, the 
state. The case was tried in both the 
local and supreme courts, and was decid- 
ed in favor of th'e state. After this dc- 
C'IMOII he appealed to the. slate, legisla- 
ture, 
l-'our times bills'were introduced 


to appropriate, money for his relief. The 
claim finally \vn.-f referred to a. commis- 
sion, which deeidnd against Houston, and 
hciirt-broken and without funds he re- 
turned to Kenosha. The next year he 
managed to.interest many prominent, pol- 
iticians in iiis light ami a. new bill was 
prepared. 
It never was considered, and 


a.few day* ago Samuel Alsclmler took 
up Houston's claim. 


Houston was one of the- original mem- 


bers of the Kepubliean party in southern 
Wisconsin, and was many times elected 
tci couniy ollic.es. He was a member ol 
the school board of his home for tliirly- 
t\\-o vears. and served for six terms as a 
member 
of Ui'e State assembly. Tlie 


body will be brought to Kenosha tomor- 
ow unil later taken to his old home in 
1'lea.sant i'ruiric for burial.

in. In the fall of 1895 Houston had a

000. Some of his neighbors alleged that 
the cattle had tuberculosis, and Dr. Scott 
the state veterinarian, was called 
to 


Kcnosha to test the cattle. He ordered 
thirty-eight of Uic herd killed. 


Houston declared that, the slaughter 


of the entile had runincd his herd, and 
he filed a claim for $3.000 against the 
stale. The case was tried in both the 
local and supreme courts, and was decid- 
ed in favor of tl'ie .state. After this de- 
cision he appealed to the state legisla- 
ture. Four times bills were introduced 
to appropriate money for his relief. The 
(•laini finally was' referred to a commis- 
sion, which decided against Houston, and 
heart-broken and without funds he re- 
turned to Kenosha. The next year he 
managed to interest many prominent pol 
itichuis in his fight and a new bill was 
prepared. It never was considered, and 
a few days ago Samuel Alschuler took 
up Houston's claim.
